© are requiſite to make them fit for an 
av Employ in any of his Majeſty's pub- 
lick Offices, or Courts of Judicature , 
as well as in the Service of the Bank, 
India, or South Sea Company, private Merchants, or 
any other Traders, as can be well atteſted by many 
ingenious Gentlemen, whom I have had the Honour 
of inſtructing. This gives me the Opportunity of 

_ obſerving the Greatneſs of the Difficulty of obtaining 
but an inconſiderable Poſt ; what with a tedious De- 
pendance and an expenſive Attendance, to the great 
Diſcouragement of many young fentlemen, who have 
with the greateſt Induſtry, purſued a very good and 
Promiſing Intereſt, but for an indifferent Place. Now 
for to facilitate theſe Difficulties, I ſhall here lay

| You are to underſtand, that all who are admitted 
to any Place above a Tide-waiter, are to be inſtruct- 
ed by a proper Officer, at ſome Port in Great Britain 


for fix Months, at the Water-ſide, to take an Ac- 


count of the ſhipping and landing of Goods ; which 
Inſtructions muſt be had by an Order from the Com- 
miſſioners. And ſuch Orders are to be obtained by 
petitioning the Commiſſioners, or by the Favour of 
ſuch Gentlemen who have an Intereſt at the Board 
of Cuſtoms, and are entituled to aſk Favours from 
the Government. | 

Therefore it is a Favour to be inſtructed, in order 
for a Qualification; and when in purſuance of ſuch 
an Order, the Perſon for whom ſuch an Order was 
granted has attended fix Months, and is ſufficiently 
qualified in the Buſineſs of the Cuſtoms at the Water-

As to the obtaining of Places in the Cuſtoms, they 
are of two ſorts; the one being held by Patent, and 


the other by Deputation. 


The Patent Places are ſuch as hold their Office 
immediately by Power from the Crown; for Places 


of this kind the King is applied to, by any of thoſe 
Perſons who have the Honour to be admitted into 
his Majeſty's Preſence, and have reaſon to expect a 


Favour from him. 5 
But the moſt regular way of proceeding to obtain 


a Patent Place, is to make Application to the Lords 


Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, and to get the 


Practs jor Lit 3 
Favour of their Recommendation to the King; for 
as they are the Governors of the Revenues, his Ma- 
jeſty ſeldom thinks proper to confer any of theſe 
Places upon any other Perſons than ſuch as are 
well recommended by the ſaid Lords Commiſſio- 


ners, and are thought by their Advice and Approba- 


tion, proper Perſons to ſerve him. | 

And as for the Deputed-places, they are held by 
Deputations from the Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms, 
which are always granted by a Warrant from the 
Treaſury, requiring and impowering them to iſſue 
forth their Deputation to ſuch a Perſon, for ſuch an 


Office, in the Room of ſuch an one, deceafed, diſ- 


miſs'd, or however this Place becomes vacant, theſe 
Warrants being always very particular. © 
And though all Officers, excepting the Patent ones, 
are appointed by Warrant from the Lords Commiſſi- 
ogners of the Treaſury, yet theſe Warrants are al- 
ways granted upon a Preſentment from the Com- 
miſſioners of the Cuſtoms, recommending a particular 
Perſon for the vacant Office; and their Preſentments 
are for the moſt part agreed to by the Lords of the 
Treaſury, they never preſenting any but who are well 


recommended for their Capacity and Fidelity to the 


Government, even after the Qualifications before- 
mention'd, by Gentlemen of Note and Diſtinction: 
Very often Members of Parliament, or the Peers of 
the Realm, and alſo the Lords of the Treaſury, do 
ſometimes think proper to direct the Commiſſioners 
of the Cuſtoms to preſent unto them ſuch Gentlemen 
as they have a mind to prefer to ſuch Employments 
as they ſhall find them qualified for.

ſolution to a Parliament. In fine, it is the higheſt 
Office in England that any Layman is capable of, and 
he is under the King the chief of all Magiſtrates. He 
is likewiſe ſple Judge of the Court of Chancery, or 
Equity, wherein he is empower'd to moderate the ex- 
treme Rigour of the Law which the Judges are bound 
to. The Proceedings of this Court are for the moſt _ 
part like thoſe of the Civil Law, by Bill or Plaint ; 
Witneſſes examin'd in private; the Decrees in Exgliſo 
or Latin, not in French, and without Jury, by De- 
cree of the Lord Chancellor. From this high Court
